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THE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


Farnbor ough 'is  well  served  with  its  ambulance  service.  The 
service  is  equipped  with  modorn  vehicles  and  efficient  personnel. 
The  appreciation  of  the  public  is  reflected  in  the  tributes  which 
are  received  testifying  to  the  way  in  which  the  ambulance  officer 
and  his  colleagues  carry  out  what  arc  often  difficult  and  delicate 
dutios  . 

On  February  14nth.  1939  a new  additional  motor  ambulanco  was 
purchased.  The  new  ambulanco,  which  is  a Ford  V8  22  hup,  with 
Lucas  body,  is  for  general  and  accident  cases.  The  existing 
Ford  Ambulanco  is  now  used  for  the  conveyance  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  to  Hospital  and  as  a reserve  general  ambulance. 

In  1939  our  Infectious  Disease  Ambulance  Service  covered 
the  Borough  of  Aldershot  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Frimloy  and 
Camber ley  and  Farnborough.

SECTION  C,  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

a)  WATER , 

Our  routine  monthly  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations 
of  water  samples  was  continued  during  the  year.  Samples  of  the 
same  supply  are  also  taken  monthly  by  the  Urban  District  Council 
of  Frimley  and  Camber ley,  thus  giving  a fortnightly  examination 

of  the  water  supply.  ;-' 

There  were  10  samples  taken  in  Farnborough  from  the  public 
supply  of  the  Mid- Wes  sex  Water  Co . , and  submitted  for  Chemical 
and  Bacteriological  Analysis.  Of  these  samples  3 showed  a 
hardness  in  excess  of,  the  statutory  figure  of  12  degrees. 

Three  samples  were  taken  from  premises  where  the  sole  source 
of  water  supply  was  from  a well.  Of  these,  two  reports  indicated 
that  the  water  was  polluted  and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes ♦ 

The  two  wells  were  closed  and  the  premises  connected  to  the  public 

supply.

e ) Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage. 

Following  the  outbreak  of  War  and  tile  resultant  Increasing  de- 
mand for  raw  materials , Local  Authorities  were  requested  to  carry 
out  or  intensify  salvage  work  in  connection  with  their  refuse 
collection  service.  A scheme  had  been  in  operation  in  this  district 
since  1938  and  we  were  in  a favourable  position  to  Intensify,  and 
extend  the  work.  It  was  decided  to  c.arry  on  with  the  salvage  work 
on  the  tip  face,  but  in  addition  to  paper,  ask  hous-eholders  to  keep 
separate  in  the  home  rags,  bones,  was te  foods tuff s , metals,  bottles 
etc.  The  response  of  ; the  public  to  the  Scheme  has  been  excellent. 

In  order  to  convey  the  s alvaged  materials,  trailers  were  fixed' 
to  the  rear  of  the  vehicles. 

Tho  extended  occupation  of  promises  as  military  billots  Increased 
the  work  of  Refuse  Collection  and  the  old  Freighter,  which  was 
intended  as  a reserve  vehicle,  had  to  assist,  in  the  work.

SECTION  D.  HOUSING , 

Housin.  . 

There  was  a constant  demand  for  housing  accommodation  during  the., 
year  and  there  was  always  a waiting  list  of  applicants  for  Council 
Houses  * 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  the  larger  typo. of  working  class  houses 
it  has  not  been  possible  to  abate  overcrowding  in  several  houses. 
Those  houses  are  occupied  by  large  families  who  wore  overcrowded 
on  the  n Appointed  Day'*  or  have  since  become1  overcrowded  by  reason 
of  the  increase  in  the  size  of  tho  family. 

Work  on  the  inspection  and  repair  of  dwellinghouses  continued 
during  the  year  on  a reduced  scale,  by  reason  of  a reduced  staff 
for  a part  of  the  year  and  pressure  of  Civil  Dof unco  duties . 


SECTION  B.  INSPECTION  AMD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


a)  Milk  Supply. 

Tho  Sampling  of  Milk. 

During  the  year  27  samples  of  milk  were  analysed.  In  two  cases 
biological  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  was  revealod  and  tho  information- 
transmitted  to  the  County  Council.  Subsequent  reports  from  the 
County  Council  showed  that  in  one  case  the  offending  cow  had  been 
traced  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.  In  the 
other  case  investigations  by  tho  County  Veterinary  Officer  gave  a 
negative  result.  In  addition  two  milk  bottles  if  unfilled)  woro 
submitted  for  a sterility  tost.  In  the  first  instance  a most  un- 
satisfactory report  was  obtained.  Following  advice  by  tho  Sanitary 
Inspector  a subsequent  test  showed  considerable  improvement. 

b)Moat  and  Other  Foods.  .•  • 

There  are  four  licensed  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District,  all  of 
which  are  well  conducted  and  in  good  order.  A regular  system  of 
meat  inspection  -is  observed,  the  visits  for  this  purpose  numbering 
'362.  The  inspection  of  carcasses  has  been  carried  out  as  re- 
commended by  Memo.  62  Foods  of  tho  Ministry  of  Health.  Vehciles 
carrying  meat  and  other  foods  have  also  boon  kept  under  observation 

to  ensure  compliance  with  the  regulations.
